individual's assets which exceed a minimum threshold (minimum 
wealth). This minimum threshold amount is called nisab and is 


equivalent to the value of three ounces of gold, Assets valued below 


e nisab are exempted. Zakat is payable on assets that reach or 
exceed the nisab, in the amount of 2.5 % of their value. Additionally 
such assets must be in the individual's possession for twelve 


consecutive lunar months before zakat becomes due 


Zakat is collected by the Islamic State or other authorized Mu: 
organizations and is distributed to the poor and those in need. There 


are several categories of individuals who are ible for Zakat. The 


purpose of this wonderful rule is, amongst others, to facilitate 
distribution of wealth in the society, provide for those in need and 
alleviate poverty.

Fasting during the m¢ 


th of Ramadan. The Muslim fast differs from 
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most other types of fasting, The fast begins before dawn and ends 
immediately after sunset. During the fast, the person must abstain 
from food, drink, smoking and sexual activity. In addition, the fasting 


person must refrain from using hurtful or improper language, refrain 


from fighting or being provoked. Ramadan is month of immense 
blessings and Muslims are encouraged to maximize the benefits by 
doing everything that is good, including indulging in spiritual devotion 
and charitable activities. 

The sick may abstain from fasting. Women are not permitted to fast 
during menstruation or immediately after childbirth. Fasting is not 
advised for the traveler and individuals who have attained fragile old 
age. The traveler must make up the missed fasts upon returning to the 


place of residence. Similarly, menstruating women must make up the 
missed days. 
The term charitable activities requires some elaboration. In Islamic 


belief, any good deed done sincerely for the sake of pleasing God is 


considered an act of charity. Besides the common charitable acts such 
as generous giving, helping the poor and needy, etc., the definition

This is the pilgrimage to the sacred places in and around Makkah 
While this is an obligation, certain conditions must be met before one 
|s permitted to travel for Haj. These include the ability to financially 


afford the travel, to be free from debt and othe! 


financial obligations 
and the travel must not be financed by borrowed money. While Haj is 
obligatory, certain other social matters may take precedence. For 
example, if a person has older parents who are in need of attention 
and care, tending to the parents takes precedence over going for Haj 
This type of ruling is very typical for Istam where there is significant 


phasis on moral and social obligations.

Was the Jizya unfair ?

from those who are financially able to pay it, ie., those who have a 


certain minimum incomelsavings.

Safety of bioengineered products should be of concern to all 


materials used to facilitate repair and regeneration of all body cells

harmful effects. Consequently, based on currently available 
information, medical applications of genetical engineering have been 
approved by Muslim jurists.’ As newer products and therapeutic 


applications become available, permissibility of use for each one of 


them will need to be assessed individually. While this approach may 


appear restrictive, it provides an opportunity for the efficacy and 
safety of a product or therapy to be established before permitting its 
use in the general population

Arafat is a plain which lies about twenty kilometers southeast of 
Makkah, Arabia.

Fasting (Sawm) (also see under Ramadan) 
During the month of Ramadan, fasting is obligatory for all adult 
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Muslims and children past puberty. Fasting is one of the Five Pillars of 
Islam together with the Shahadah, daily obligatory prayers, Zakat and 
Haj. Excused from fasting are those who have attained fragile old age, 
the sick, menstruating and nursing women, and travelers. With the 
exception of the elderly and chronically ill, all others must make up 
the missed days of fasting before the next Ramadan. 

The fast begins before dawn and ends immediately after sunset. A 
predawn meal (suhoor) is encouraged, The fast is ended with iftar 
consisting of water or dates or a light snack and supper is partaken 
after the Maghrib prayer. Each night, there are extraordinary 
congregational prayers (tarawih). Eid ul Fitr is celebrated upon comp- 
letion of the month of fasting. 


Purpose of Fasting 
Fasting during the month of Ramadan, for the expiation of some 
sinful actions or neglect is by Divine injunction, It is by no means 
unique to Islam as it was also prescribed for the followers of other 
prophets 
fasting is prescribed for you as it was prescribed for those before 
you that you may become al mutaqoon.” (Surah 2, Al Baqarah, ayat 183) 


There are two aspects to the Muslim Fast. It induces self-discipline 
and facilitates self-purification, A part of the former is the physical self:

The fasting person must exercise patience and 
self-control in all affairs including business dealings, language and 
actions, no matter how insignificant these may appear

these actions and activities serve as an initial exercise for maintaining 
such behavior throughout the year, as an ongoing effort for self- 
improvement.

There are two main Islamic festivals: Eid ul Fitr and Eid ul Adha. The 
word Eid means to celebrate, day of feast, or festival, In addition to 
sharing the festivities with family and friends, provision has been made 
by Shari'ah, to extend the circle of joy and festivities to include the 
poor, needy and underprivileged. 

Eid ul Fitr occurs on the first day of the month of Shawwal, the 
tenth month of the Islamic calendar. This commemorates the 
successful completion of Ramadan, the month of Fasting (ninth month 
of the Islamic calendar). A special one time tax becomes due every 
Ramadan, This is the zakat ul fitr. The amount is roughly equivalent to 
the cost of a simple meal.’ It is due from every Muslim, irrespective of 
age and economic status. This money is collected during the month of 
Ramadan, and before the Eid, it is distributed among those in need so 
as to facilitate for them the joys of Eid.

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Schools of Islamic Jurisprudence 

These are also known as madhabs. There are four Sunni madhabs, 
namely, Hanafi, Shafi'i, Maliki, and Hanbali, and the Jafari madhab which 
is Shia.

There are different 
levels of shirk. A major form is that of setting idols and icons as

Besides, with the 
intensive activity of foreign agencies in Muslim lands, nothing can be 
taken for granted, ie., those who proclaim to be Muslim may well be

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Supernatural and extraordinary accomplishments have been 
attributed to a few of God's chosen people. Best known are prophetic 
miracles like the splitting of the moon by Prophet Muhammad # and 
those related to Moses = and Jesus These occurred by God's 
permission (bi iznillah).”" A few other individuals with extraordinary 
devotion to God, ie.. saints, have also been known for extraordinary 
achievements. The latter are also possible only with God’s permission. 
(Also see The Miracles of Prophets in Chapter |, Islam) 

Since daijal fits into neither of these categories (prophet or saint), 
how will he accomplish his “miracles”? The truth is known only to 
God. The “miracles” may indeed be facilitated by God as a test for 
mankind and do not attest to his truthfulness.” However, some of 
them could also be the products of modern science or he may have 
help from amongst the Jinn. Under usual circumstances, Jinn are not 
visible to humans, although they can see us. They have the ability to 
transform themselves into human form, to the extent that they can 
assume the physical appearance of any person. They are also able to 
transform into animals or other living creatures such as snakes. 

Since dajjal's objective will be to lead people away from true religion 
and the belief in One God, anyone accepting his claim to prophethood 
or divinity will be straying into shirk (associating partners with God) 
and to their own downfall, just like those who followed the mythical 
Pied Piper. Prophet Muhammad ® described daijal's anticipated 
misdeeds as the greatest fitnah (trial) of all times. He said: 

Let him who hears of the dajjal go far from him, for | swear by Allah that
